The only material advance in sta¬ 
ples has been in the prices of 

things raised on the farms. As is 
well known at that time the farm¬ 
ers were getting starvation rates 
for everything that they raised. 
This adjusted itself and so many 
men left the farms all over the 
country that under the law of sup¬ 
ply and demand it was natural for 
the production of a non-protitable 
business to decrease with a natural 
rise in grains and meats. 

It should be noted that in Mar¬ 
linton between the dates of 1900 
and 1913 that there is this differ¬ 
ence that about one cent a pound 
is added for wagon freights, and 
that accounts fo* the marked 
change in the price of salt, coal 
oil and nails to a considerable ex¬ 
tent. But at the same time the 
increase in taxation, rents, labor 
and the cost of delivering goods 
will far more than overput the 
former wagon charges.
